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A REMEDY FOR THE EVILS OF THE 
BOOK TRADE. 

At a time like this when prosperity is uni- 
versal it is a deplorable fact that the industry 
of publishing and selling books has not prof- 
ited in proportion to other businesses. Pub- 
lishers and booksellers are doing a larger 
business than ever before, but whether their 
net profits are larger is a matter of doubt. 
Books are classed as luxuries and the demand 
for them may be said to be limited, but the 
business of selling other luxuries is profitable. 
A man who has made a fortune in the jewelry 
business, for instance, is by no means a con- 
spicuous person in this country. In fact the 
leading jeweller in nearly every large city is 
wealthy. But the fortunes which have been 
made by publishing and selling books are very 
few and far between. 

It is not only true that the book business 
is not keeping pace with similar industries 
but according to many in the trade it is be- 
coming less and less profitable each year. We 
have had recent proofs of this in the failure 
of several of the most important publishing 
and retailing houses. Both the publishers and 
the retailers realize that this is a critical 
period in their history and they have gone so 
far as to perfect organizations to look into 
the causes which have led up to their present 
condition and to suggest remedies. 

The vital reason for the lack of success in 
publishing and bookselling seems to us to lie 
in the fact that the primary business principle 
of the relation of supply and demand has been 
disregarded. In the present condition of af- 
fairs this relationship is not even considered 
by either the publisher or retailer. To be 
sure no publisher issues a book unless he ex- 
pects there will be a demand for it, but every 
publisher will admit that he can never tell 
whether a book will sell or not. 

As an example of what we mean by saying 
that there is no relationship between supply 
and demand in the book business, it is only 
necessary to know that in this country alone 
during the last year there were issued some- 
thing over nineteen hundred novels, and of 
that number not more than one hundred 
reached a sale of ten thousand copies. The 
chances are that fifty of them did not sell that 
many. So much for the supply of books. 

As to the demand—it is as much a matter 
of chance as any game of cards. We know 
that there is a large public which must have 
good reading; but what particular one or ones 
of these nineteen hundred novels they will 
choose, it is impossible for any one to de- 
termine in advance. Different publishers give 





different reasons for having issued so many 
books; but most of them have come to the 
conclusion that publishing fiction should be 
conducted on the same principles as a game 
of roulette. In other words, the more books 
you have before the public the greater the 
chance of having one success. <A representa- 
tive publisher of this country once gave what 
he called the key to the secret of his success 
in these words—“Keep publishing novels and 
you will be sure to strike some big successes. 
The book you bank on may fail, and the one 
you think the least of will go.” There is just 
as much wisdom in telling a manager of a 
woollen mili to keep manufacturing stock un- 
til people happen to take a fancy to some one 


of his products. With no certainty about a 
book’s future, each publisher issues from ten 
to fifty novels a year in the hope that one or 
more will pay for the balance and make him 
his profit besides. 

In short, we attribute the fact that the pub- 


lishing business is not profitable to the thor- - 
oughly unbusinesslike way in which it is car- 


ried on and that there is a large overproduc- 


tion for which there is no outlet. 


The same cause also affecis the retailer. 
At the beginning of the season he is asked to 
make his purchases from nineteen hundred 
novels, each publisher claiming that his par- 
ticular novels will have a tremendous sale. 
THIS PREDICAMENT IS WITHOUT A PARALLEL IN 
OTHER INDUSTRIES. The conservative buyer 
will purchase a few of the majority of the 
books so as to have them in stock and then 
wait to see which book strikes the public fan- 
cy. He will have to re-order large quantities 
of the successes. All buyers are not con- 
servative, and, as a matter of fact, there are 
very few who at the end of a season do not 
find themselves in possession of an assortment 
of “plugs” which they have bought in quan- 
tities to get the benefit of a special discount. 
We doubt if there is a bookstore in this coun- 
try where one-third of its inventory is not 
represented in almost dead stock. 

The profit which can be made from pub- 
lishing and selling books is very considerable, 
and the scheme which we outline seems to 
offer a remedy. 

Buy what you know will sell. Buy “Grau- 
stark,” keep it on your front counter and push 
it for all you are worth. Nearly one hundred 
and fifty thousand copies have been sold, and 
there is a greater demand for it to-day than 
for any other recent novel. Every purchaser 
commends it and creates another. Here we 
have a perfect relationship between demand 
and supply.—Adv.

Tue Century Company have just ready a 
new edition of Roosevelt’s “The Strenuous 
Life,” a collection of the author’s most im- 
portant essays and addresses. 


CHartes W. CHESNuTT’s new story, “The 
Marrow of Tradition,” just published by 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co., is pronounced a 
great advance on his previous work. It is 
quite sure to excite discussion, since it deals 
with some smoldering embers of the old slav- 





ery fire. The Cleveland Plaindealer says it

of the day.” 


Isaac Pitman & Sons, 33 Union Square, 
New York, have just ready a revised and en- 
larged edition—called the 20th Century edi- 
tion—of Isaac Pitman’s “Shorthand Instruc- 
tor.” The work is in reality a new presenta- 
tion of the Pitman system based in the ac- 
cumulated experience of the past sixty years, 
and includes many valuable improvements 
which now appear for the first time. The 
work is also published in special form for 
high schools, entitled “Complete Amanuensis 
Course.” 


HerBert S. STONE & Co, have just ready 
Wallace Rice’s book on “Animals,” which de- 
scribes for both old and young the character- 
istics and habits of wild animals in an enter- 
taining and informing manner. The volume 
is supplied, by arrangement with the Nature 
Study Co., with forty-eight pictures of ani- 
mals in colors, and fills the demand for a 
handsome and popular natural history at a 
reasonable price. They have also just brought 
out “The Last of the Knickerbockers,” by 
Herman K. Viele, who, it will be remem- 
bered, was the author of “The Inn of the Sil- 
ver Moon,” which was one of the best-selling 
books at this time last year. 


McCvuvre, Puituips & Co. have in press for 
publication next month “Reminiscences of 
George S. Boutwell, ex-Governor of Massa- 
chusetts,” an autobiography covering eighty- 
three years of United States history, written 
in forcible literary language. Just ready are

It is in two vol- 
umes and contains two portraits and a map 
illustrating Stevenson’s life in the South 
Seas. Ernest Seton-Thompson’s new book, 
“Lives of the Hunted,” is also one of the 
parcel. It contains, to quote the title-page, “a 
true account of the doings of five quadrupeds 
and three birds, and, in elucidation of the 
same, over 200 drawings.” In get-up the 
beok bears the same stamp of originality that 
has always distinguished this author’s books.

THE IMPORTANCE OF WINDOW 
DISPLAY. 


AT this season of the year it is well to re- 
member that the display in the store window 
is the bookseller’s most effective advertising 
medium, and one that he may employ at the 
least outlay of ready money. That it is so 
often overlooked, or badly attempted, must 
be our excuse for making the subject the text 
of our remarks this week. 

There are some booksellers who are under 
the impression that when once their windows 
have been stuffed full of samples of all their 
stock the window is dressed for a whole sea- 
son, the removal of certain articles, from time 
to time, as they are needed, constituting the 
only change in the original make-up. It seems 
almost trite to point out that the window dis- 
play should be changed often—for two rea- 
sons. First, because the goods are apt to be- 
come soiled or faded by remaining too long 
in the window; and, second, because frequent 
changing of goods adds to the attractiveness 
of the display. 

We often hear the objection made that it 
takes too much time to change the goods in 





the window every day or two; yet it is time 
well spent, and even the smallest dealer can 
better afford to lose a night’s sleep occasion- 
ally in re-dressing his window than he can af- 


| ford to allow his window display to remain 


unchanged for any length of time. 

The changing of the window display not 
only adds freshness to the store, but it gives 
the passer-by an impression of the prosperity 
of its owner, who seems to be constantly get- 
ting in new things, and thus have new things 
to display. We have known a storekeeper or 
two who, by frequently changing their win- 
dow display, and paying close attention to its 
artistic arrangement, tempted many people to 
go out of their way in order that they might 
pass these shops to make note of the new 
things displayed. These dealers never had 
occasion to complain of dull times. 

The sina qua non of effective window dis- 
play is good window glass, kept scrupulously 
clean and clear as crystal. Then follows 
proper and effective material for the back- 
ground and the floor of the window. Next 
the proper disposition of lights should have 
due consideration, because, especially during 
the holiday season, the store window should 
be kept alight for half the night at least. The 
disposition of the stock must depend upon the 
taste of the individual, and no rule or set of 
rules can be laid down as a guide in the 
matter. 

One thing, however, must be remembered, 
and that is not to crowd the window. If the 
bookseller is so fortunate as to have more 
than one window it will be found more effec- 
tive to make up each one solid—that is, of 
one kind of goods. If one has two windows 
one should be used for books, the other for 
stationery. If there be a third window, that 
might be dressed with novelties, pictures and 
art materials, or any other specialty. Even 
where there is but one window, it will be 
found more effective to alternate the display 
of books with stationery, etc. The goods 
may be in a variety of colors or in a variety 
of shapes, but the goods should be all of one 
kind. This forces itself more upon the atten- 
tion of the people passing along than if the 
window is made up of a variety of goods. It 
is simply the old idea of concentration being 
more advantageous than spreading over much 
surface. It must not be overlooked that the 
average mind is so constructed that it is dif- 
ficult for it to think of more than one thing 
at a time, and that when thinking of one 
thing a much stronger impression is made 
upon the mind than when attempting to think 


wat 
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of a number of things in rapid succession. 
Something must therefore be in the window 
to arrest the attention of the public and to in- 
duce it to inspect closer the object exhibited, 
and that something must also be distinctive 
enough to leave an impression upon the per- 
son or persons to whom it is addressed. The 
function of all advertising, whether in news- 
paper or window, is to catch the eye of the 
reader or the passer-by. If it fails in that, the 
advertisement might just as well be made up 
of “any old thing,” or the shades be drawn 
down over the store window. . Even the lat- 


ter might attract more attention than an over- 
loaded display.

NEW ARRANGEMENTS FOR PRINT- 
ING THE TEXAS REPORTS. 


THE lawyers of Texas will, no doubt, be 
pleased to learn that the contract for pub- 
lishing the reports of the higher courts has 
been signed, the bond of the contractors ap- 
proved, and in a few days the work of print- 
ing will begin, and be pushed rapidly until 
full sets of Texas Reports may be had for 
two dollars per volume. For many years the 
publishing of the court reports has been a 
fruitful source of strife amongst the printers 
of Texas, and while Texans have been quar- 
reling a St. Louis publisher has been accu- 
mulating a fortune at the expense of Texas 
lawyers. 

Going back to the assumption of control of 
the State government by the Democratic 
party, we find Terrell & Walker compiling the 
State court reports, for which the State paid 
them $5.50 per printed page, and the book 
sold for $5. Being unable to secure good ser- 
vice in Texas, after trying’ several Texas 
printers, Terrell & Walker contracted for the 
printing of the reports in the north, which 
act was unjustly used against Judge Terrell 
in his famous race against John Ireland for 
the United States Senate. 

In 1886 the present expert printer, who 
was then connected with the house of Clarke 
& Courts, of Galveston, contracted with Judge 
Terrell for the printing of the Supreme Court 
Reports in Galveston. The work was highly 
satisfactory, but a few years later, by reason 
of being able to secure good service in Aus- 
tin, a contract was made with the Hutchings 
Printing House, and the reports of the Su- 
preme Court and of the Court of Appeals 
were printed by that house until the passage 
of a law in 1890 by which the State went into 
the business of printing and selling the court 
reports. 

The work of printing the reports by the 
State proved a dismal failure, and caused the 
closing of the State’s printing office, which 
had been a costly experiment, and the selling 
of the books by the State has also not been sat- 
isfactory. Since the closing of the State print- 
ing office the reports have been printed by 
contract at a price which left no profit ex- 
cept the future value of the electrotype plates, 
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All this time it has been well-nigh impossible 
to secure a full set of Texas Reports, the 
early volumes being sold only by a St. Louis 
publisher at $4 per volume, being a reprint 
in small type and the paging of the original 
volumes not preserved. 

The contract just closed with the Gammel 
Book Co., of Austin, requires that company 
to print current volumes as fast as they are 
compiled, and to print a certain number of 
early volumes each year until the entire set 
is printed, all of which must be sold at $2 per 
volume. 

The style of printing is to be a duplicate of 
the original volumes, page for page, etc. The 
State pays for the plates, and for the use of 
such plates as the State owns the Gammel 
Book Co. is to furnish the State, free of cost, 
300 volumes of each report for the use of 
court and officers of the State. 

The present contract runs for twenty years, 
unless either party shall, at the expiration of 
ten years, choose to withdraw from it. All 
the printing must be done in Texas, an Aus- 
tin printing house having the contract at 
present. 

The best posted on the subject express the 
opinion that the State has made a wise move, 
and that it will not be long until Texas law- 
yers will be able to secure a complete set of 
court reports at a low price. BB. 


SUIT OVER MURAT HALSTEAD’S 
LIFE OF McKINLEY. 


Tue Dominion Company, of Chicago, pub- 
lishers of the Murat Halstead edition of the 
life of William McKinley, has won a victory 
over the Monarch Book Company, which also 
issues a history of the late President. The 
Monarch Book Company obtained an order 
restraining the Dominion Company from pub- 
lishing its book, but Judge Kohlsaat has de- 
cided that the latter owns the rights to the edi- 
tion and has vacated the order. Incidentally 
the Monarch Book Company will be made de- 
fendant in a suit for injunction brought by 
the Dominion Company. Application for the 
injunction will be made at once. 

There seemed to be no doubt in the mind 
of the court as to which concern had the 
rights to publish the book which has been 
the cause of the trouble. In 1896 Murat 
Halstead wrote “The Life and Distinguished 
Services of William McKinley.” Four years 
later he revised it, and it was published un- 
der the title “Victorious Republicanism.” 

When the Dominion Company purchased 
the right to issue these books it also entered 
into an agreement by which it was to publish 
all future works of the kind written by Murat 
Halstead, and he agreed not to write another 
history of President McKinley. Soon after 
the President’s death, however, the Monarch 
Book Company put on the market a book 
purporting to come from the pen of Murat 
Halstead, and which contained an account of 
his assassination. 

In the meantime the Dominion Company 
had had the story of the last days of the Pres- 
ident written and issued its revised life of 
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William McKinley. As this was the com- 
plete history written by Halstead, excepting 
for the final chapter concerning the scenes 
at Buffalo, Washington, and Canton, it hurt 
the sale of the book published by the Monarch 
Book Company and the latter obtained an or- 
der restraining the Dominion Company from 
putting its publication on the market. 

Each company was anxious to get its books 
on the market first and the Monarch Book 
Company, despite the fact that the Dominion 
Company owned the rights to the Halstead 
editions, got the restraining order that it 
might steal a march on its competitor. 

Mr. Levison, attorney for the Dominion 
Company, recognizing that each day the 
order was in force would cause a loss to 
his clients, was ready when he appeared in 
the United States District Court to make 
any compromise that would not injure the 
Dominion Company’s book and would va- 
cate the order. So he offered, while he did 
not admit any of the allegations of the law- 
yers for the other side, to make any changes 
which the court might consider right. As a 
result the title-page of the Dominion Com- 
pany’s publication has been changed slightly. 
That is the only alteration. The book itself 
is as it was when Murat Halstead wrote and 
revised it. 


A NEW PAPER COMPANY. 


Tue White Mountain Paper Company, a 
twenty-five-million-dollar corporation, is be- 
ing formed by western Massachusetts parties 
and will soon be incorporated under New 
Jersey laws. William B. Plunkett of Adams, 
Mass., is to be president of the company, 
and among the others interested are ex-Con- 
gressman William G. Whiting of Holyoke, 
George B. James of Boston, and Col. Mc- 
Cook and A. C. Barnes of New York. 

The company has acquired about 625 square 
miles of spruce and poplar timber land in 
New Hampshire and Maine, south and east 
of Mount Washington, a tract equal in extent 
to one-fifth of the State of New Hampshire. 
Portsmouth, N. H., will be the home of the 
company, which, it is said, will build the 
largest mill in the world there. 





ALFRED THE GREAT EXHIBITION. 


THe New York Pustic Lrprary, in co- 
operation with Columbia University and the 
Alfred Millennial Committee, will place on 
exhibition at the Lenox building, Fifth 
Avenue and Seventieth Street, on Monday, 
October 28, a collection of books and prints 
relating to Alfred the Great and his times. 
Among the articles exhibited will be the re- 
production and illustrations of the famous 
Alfred jewel, the only personal relic of the 
king known to be extant. 

Alfred’s own work as the real founder of 
English literature will be shown in a very 
full series of his writings in the old English 
and in modern translations, and in a selec- 
tion of the more important publications about 
his life and reign. 


LEFFERTS’S LIBRARY SOLD. 


MarsHALL C, LeEFFerTs has sold to George 
H. Richmond his remarkable private library, 
which is noted for its early English imprints 
beginning with the works of Chaucer, of 
which there are no less than nine folio edi- 
tions. The collection also includes the first 
and the three succeeding folios of Shake- 
speare, splendid first editions of Milton, Suck- 
ling, Spenser, Herrick, Waller, in fact the 
strong point of the library is its productions 
of English printers of the sixteenth, seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, while among 
the plays of the earliest period of dramatic 
publication is Still’s “Gammer Gurton’s Nee- 
dle.” There are also fine examples of hand- 
made books, the illumination of which is a 
lost art. 

Among the Americana may be mentioned 
a copy of Eliot’s Indian Bible, one of the few 
presentation copies sent to England by the 
translator. Another rare volume is Brere- 
ton’s “Briefe and true Relation of the Dis- 
couerie of the North part of Virginia,” (Lon- 
don, 1602, uncut,) and “A True Relation of 
the Most Prosperous Voyage made this pres- 
ent Yeere 1605,” by Captain George Wey- 
mouth, two books that have been described 
as “The Verie Two Eyes of New England 
Historie.” 

In gathering his books Mr. Lefferts has 
kept constantly in mind not only the im- 
portance and rarity of the books, but equally 
the value of their condition. He has always 
been a difficult man for the booksellers to sell 
to, for the reason that he would not buy a 
book unless it was an exceptionally fine copy. 
Hence it is essentially a booklover’s library 
of the first order. The estimated commercial 
value of the library as a whole is said to be 
$300,000. 

Besides these there is a perfect copy of the 
first edition of 1588 of Thomas Hariot’s “A 
briefe and true report of the new found land 
of Virginia,” of which there is no record of 
any sale. The only other copy of this work 
in the United States is in the Lenox Library, 
and that one is imperfect. There is also the 
De Bry edition of Hariot’s “Virginia,” dated 
1590, and in English, one of the rarest books 
in the language; a copy of Hakluyt’s “Voy- 
ages,” with the extremely rare Mollineux 
map; an equally fine copy of “Purchas, His 
Pilgrimes,” 1625-26, one of three copies 
known, which is perfect; a copy of Alsop’s 
“Maryland,” with the portrait, which is so 
extremely rare that the sum of $300 was of- 
fered by a well-known collector of this city 
for the portrait alone. 





BARCUS’S APPEAL DENIED. 


Tue Appellate Division, sitting at Roches- 
ter, N. Y., on adjourning for the term on the 
18th inst., filed a decision denying to James 
S. Barcus permission to appeal the case 
against August L. Dorries to the Court of 
Appeals, although unusually strenuous efforts 
had been made to obtain such permission. As 
this was a test case, others that were con- 
templated in New York will no doubt be 


dropped.

Ogilvie Publishing Company; The Magnolia, 
Metropolitan, and Palmetto Libraries, pub- 
lished by George W. Dillingham & Co.; the 
Health Culture Library, by the Health Cul- 
ture Company; the Leisure Hour Library, by 
F, M. Lupton; the Library of Liberal Clas- 
sics, by Peter Eckler; The Select Series, Idle 
Hour Series, Irving Library, Stokes’s Library 
of Fiction, Stokes’s Copyright Library, Mad- 
ison Square Library, Dillingham’s American 
Authors Library, Dillingham’s Home Library, 
Sweethearts Series, Seaside Library, Munro's 
Library of Popular Novels, Laurel Library, 
Welcome Series, American Series, Hudson 
Library, Century Series, The Dora Thorne 
Series. 

The list in Boston includes Young Folks 
Library of Choice Literature and Ten-Cent 
Classics, Educational Publishing Company; 
Fleur de Lis Library, and Red Rose Library, 
L. C. Page & Co.; Trifet’s Monthly Budget 
of Music, and Boston Weekly Journal Sheet 
Music, F. Trifet. 

In Philadelphia among the exclusions is 
the annual almanac of the Philadelphia Press, 
the newspaper with which the Postmaster- 
General is himself associated. Other Phila- 
delphia exclusions are Lippincott’s Series of 
Select Novels, and the Practical Farmer Li- 
brary. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


WILLIAM Carey, for many years connected 
with the Century Company’s editorial depart- 
ment, died at New London, Conn., on the 
18th inst. He was born in New York City 
in 1858, and went into the Century Company 
as a boy, having been introduced there by 
Noah Brooks. 

ALEXANDER T. HARMs, member of the musi- 
cal publishing house of Thomas B. Harms & 
Co., died at his home in the Kenilworth, 103 
East Tenth Street, New York, on the 23d 
inst., aged forty-six. His firm were the own- 
ers of “Wang,” “Panjandrum,” and “Dr, Syn- 
tax,” in which De Wolf Hopper scored his 
earlier successes. 

Rosert ANDERSON, senior partner in the 
firm of Oliphant, Anderson & Ferrier, died 
in Edinburgh, Scotland, on the 5th inst., aged 
seventy-two. Mr. Anderson was the oldest 
representative of the Edinburgh publishing 
trade, having entered the firm of W. Oliphant 
& Co. in 1844. His firm always had close 
connection with the leading divines of the 
United Presbyterian Church, and for many 
years the official publications of that body 
were published with the imprint of his house. 
He brought out Dr. John Kitto’s “Daily Bible 
Illustrations,” the works of Dr. John Brown, 
the Famous Scots Series, and many other 
works that gained international reputations. 
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His reminiscences and anecdotes of early 
booksellers and authors were vivid and full. 
He was one of the last who talked with Hugh 
Miller before that unfortunate man took his 
own life. 


“Tue death of Mrs. Elizabeth Duane Gil- 
lespie,” says the Philadelphia correspondent 
of the New York Times Saturday Review, 
“removes from Philadelphia life one of its 
best beloved and most interesting figures. 
That the old lady was a great-granddaughter 
of Benjamin Franklin’s seems to have been 
the least of her claims upon the honor her 
city has always paid her. She knew well such 
men as Dickens, Bancroft, von Biilow, Bis- 
marck, Presidents Jackson and Buchanan, 
Webster and Henry Clay, and was every- 
where loved and admired as she was known. 
Last spring she published through the Lip- 
pincotts a ‘Book of Remembrance,’ in which 
she wrote fascinatingly and intimately of men 
and events that are history. At the cere- 
monies at the dedication of the Hall of Fame, 
and as the nearest relative of Franklin then 
living, she unveiled the tablet in his honor. 
It may be added that Mrs, Gillespie was the 
original of the ‘Lady from Philadelphia,’ im- 
perturbable, omniscient, and now immortal 
through the ‘Peterkin Papers’ of Lucretia 
Hale.”

the Semitic people from the earliest times 
until that period when the various national 
Semitic religions were fully developed. In 
the line of fiction they have nearly ready 
Stephen Gwynn’s new novel, “The Old 
Knowledge,” the plot of which hinges on the 
experiences of an English girl who goes to 
stay by herself in the cottage of a Donegal 
peasant to fish and paint; and “God Wills It,” 
a story of the first crusade, by William 
Stearns Davis, author of “A Friend of 
Cesar,” which has run through several large 
editions.
